LL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  bo  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  bo  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  he  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  he  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arch's,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eiglr  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  : and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  ot  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  he 
levied  immi'diatelv  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
|hill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bill  must  be  presented  in  each 
House  within  the  first  ten  days,  and  Private  Bills 
j within  the  first  two  weeks,  of  each  Session.

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  servo,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  tfie  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  he  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  bill.

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition. 

Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is  pre- 
sented to  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
draw-bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.
